The trip from Pittsfield south would 
have been most enjoyable indeed, were 
it not for the fact that the lovely homes 
and gardens one finds in that area were 
completely swept from sight by a blind- 
ing thunder-shower. 

When at last the storm had passed 
the countryside was dripping wet and 
the road was littered with foliage and 
branches torn from the rows of trees 
that shade the highway. 

At a turn in the road, I came upon a 
heart-breaking sight—a large block 
of delphinums in various colors with 
row upon row of pure whites, and 
nearly every plant was bent almost to 
the ground. An elderly gentleman—the 
owner of these magnificant plants, I 
presume—was slowly walking through 
the patch making note of his tragic loss. 


Hybrid strains of the modern del- 
phinium are like that—gorgeous big 


stalks of immense blossoms, each spike 
a show specimen that kindles the pride 
of the gardentr who grew it. But un- 
less each stalk is strongly supported 
with a heavy green stake, and is tied in 
several places to keep the flower spike 
from snapping off in the middle, there 
is danger of the plants being blown to 
the ground by every passing storm. 
Never would I want to discourage 
anyone from growing this type of del- 
phinium, because these fine new hybrid 
strains are a big bargain today, con- 
sidering the low cost of even the choicest 
fresh seed which is re: ady now for sow- 
ing. However, I did notice throughout 
western New England that wherever the 
old-fashioned Belladonna and _ Bella- 
mosum delphiniums, in light and dark 
blue, were grown they stood up through 
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the storm even though the tops wer 
weighed down with water. 


Since Belladonna and _ Bellamosun 
delphiniums are more permanent tha 
hybrids, many gardeners might like t 
try a few this year. They’re availabl 
in improved colors, and seed is very 
inexpensive. Catalogues claim _ thaf 
these varieties are best for sections of 
the country that are too hot and dr 
for the other types. We would like re 
ports from readers on this point.

The ‘Glad’ Parson 


From a dosen bulbs given him in 1936, 
Rec. Lee M. Fairchild has developed a 


“glad” enthusiasm that now wins him 


over 200 ribbons a year and many 


seveepstake awards.

T the New York Gladiolus Show in 
1944, a man named Lee M. Fair- 
child but not otherwise identified 
walked away with the silver medal of 
the Horticultural Society of New York, 
an award for the second highest number 
of prize points won at the show. Curi- 
osity about the exhibitor was rampant 
—abetted, no doubt, by his appearance. 
He was quiet: almost to the point of 
silence, was of athletic bearing, had a 
sun-bronzed face, strong features and 
piercing blue eyes. Because of the stim- 
ulus his silence gave to other persons’ 
imagination, by rumor he became, vari- 
ously, a banker, an estate owner, and 
even a mortician! But Mr. Fairchild 
has never been any of these—he was 
then, and is now, minister of The Pres- 
byterian Church in Mt. Kisco, N. Y. 
Like many another flower fancier, Mr. 
Fairchild’s specialization in gladiolus 
was inadvertent. Until 1938, when a 
friend gave him a dozen gladiolus bulbs, 
his interest in plants did not extend be- 
yond a general appreciation of nature 
gained from his boyhood on his father’s 
farm near Canton, Pa. But the bloom- 
ing season that year so whet his appe- 
tite for gladiolus that he immediately 





sent away for two bulbs each of 50 
varieties. 

His first efforts at hybridizing these 
varieties and the original “gift” ones 
oceurred in 1939. At this time he had 
only a small plot of ground in Stam- 
ford, N. Y., where he had come in 1935 
with his bride, Janet Kathryn, to serve 
as minister of the local Presbyterian 
church. 

By 1940, when he was called to Mt. 
Kisco, Mr. Fairchild had planted about 
700 bulbs in some 100 varieties. So 
eager was he to avoid any interruption 
in his hybridizing that he dug up and 
prepared the ground at the new parish 
house a month before his officially 
scheduled arrival there. 

It was not until 1943, however, that he 
dared to enter a gladiolus show. When 
he yielded to the persuasion of a neigh- 
bor gardener to compete in the gladiolus 
show at the Horticultural Society of 
New York, he entered only three named 
varieties and two seedlings. Two rib- 
bons for the named varieties and an 
award of commendation for one of the 
seedlings offered the encouragement that 
made him runner up for the sweepstake 
medal the following year. This seedling 
Mr. Fairehild ealls “one of my _ best 
hybridizing agents.” 

By 1944, he was becoming unofficially 
recognized as one of the most promising 
gladiolus hybridizers in the country, a 
stature recognized officially when he 
won the Sweepstake Medal of the Horti- 
cultural Society in 1945, 1946 and 1947. 

It was at the 1946 show in New York 
that Mr. Fairehild first received a First 
Class Certificate of Merit for one of his 
own introductions—Janet Lee, a ruffled 
cream suffused with peach. In the same 
year he also exhibited at shows in Bos- 
ton and in Whitehall, Binghamton, 
Peekskill, Mt. Kisco and White Plains, 
N. Y., carrying away a total of 220 prize 
ribbons and four sweepstake awards. . In 
Boston, besides receiving the sweepstake 
award for the advanced amateur in-

formal class, his entry of Leading Lady 
was judged the best spikg in the division 
and Janet Lee was nominated by popu- 
lar vote for the “Hall of Fame” when it 


won over 26 other entries. Janet Lee 
also was voted an Achievement Medal. 
The laurels given to Janet Lee are a 


particular source of joy to Mr. Fair 
child because this gladiolus was named 
for his small daughter, affectionately 
galled “Jill,” but whose given name is 
a combination of Mrs. Fairchild’s and 
his own. The name was bestowed on the 
flower coincident with Jill’s almost mi- 
raculous recovery from infantile paral- 
ysis. 

It has now almost habitual 
for Mr. Fairchild not only to win sweep- 
stake awards but also to take honors for 
the most beautiful spike in the various 
shows in which he competes. In 1947 
alone he won six sweepstake awards, 
225 prize ribbons and four divisional 
awards—divisional champions, largest 
spike, ete. 


become 


Mr. Fairchild has not been prodigal 
with his introductions. Each promising 
seedling is judged by the exacting stand- 
ards of the connoisseur, and _ those 
selected are subjected to further trial 
for consistent performance. Kathy Lee, 
a sister seedling of Janet Lee, was also 
introduced last year, and a magenta 
seedling, named Lila Wallace, will be 
introduced in 1949. However, in a one- 
acre field, which now supplements his 
backyard garden, Mr. Fairchild has 
7,500 to 8,000 blooming-size bulbs and 
“Heaven only knows how many others.” 
Of these, 10° per cent of ethe varieties 
are his own seedlings and among them 
are some 7(odd promising ones from 
which may come other introductions 
within the next few years. 

Mr. Fairchild admits with a shy twin- 
kle in his eyes that he belongs to the 
“personal touch” school of fanciers. 
With the experience gained from being 
the father of two children (his son, 
Tom, has not yet had his name bestowed 
on a gladiolus), he recognizes the value 
of timely coddling. “I wouldn’t be 
satisfied,”” he says, “unless I went 
through the rows at least once a season 
on my hands and knees to loosen the 
soil and toueh the stalks and straighten 
them out. I just feel they wouldn’t grow 
right if I didn’t.” 

Mr. Fairchild feels that his voeation 
and avoeation are entirely compatible. 
He does not subscribe to the poetic idea 
that the flowers inspire his sermons; 
rather he believes that working with the 
soil gives spiritual substance—“It gets 
things rolling in your mind and restores 
your balance,” he says. 

While he shares his love of gladiolus 
with an interest in hunting and photog- 
raphy, the gladiolus are uppermost in 
his mind—even when he is pursuing his 
other hobbies. His wife laughingly re- 
calls hunting trip from which her hus- 
band returned with four sacks of cow 
manure for the gladiolus as his only 
“bag.”

Plant for Permanence... 
e The Common Smoketree 


By 


Ben BLACKBURN 


URING the latter half of sum- 
mer, few shrubs attract as much 
notice and retain such striking 

and unusual beauty for so long a period 
as the common smoketree. This strong- 
growing shrub is rarely seen and it is 
interesting to note that the plant is 
much more characteristic of old gardens 
than those made recently. It was some- 
thing of a hallmark of Victorian front 
lawn plantings in this country along 
with tamarisks and shrub altheas, just 
as umbrella catalpas and peegee, hy- 
drangeas followed in the swing of pop- 
ularity during the early years of this 
century. But one should hasten to 
note that the singular lack of grace 
and charm which characterizes these 
two successors, in the eyes of many 
people, in no way appertains to the 
smoketree or the earlier favorites. One 
wonders what could have caused true 
merit to fall from grace in the world 
of home gardens! 

Smoketrees combine what is nearly 
a unique delicacy of flower and fruit 
with rugged constitution and great 
adaptability. Stafely old plants in 
gardens planted 60 and 80 years ago, 
set in gracious lawns surveyed by a 
majestic cupola (usually fortified by 
tasteful scrollwork), show that these 
are indeed plants for permanence. For- 
tunately, they are singularly good sub- 
jects also for gardens of very modern 
design as well as the older and often 
stilted ones of the 80s. 

A specimen of the common or Eu- 
ropean smoketree usually makes a 
rounded shrub 12 to 15 feet in height, 
occasionally taller. Frequently an old 
plant will be broader than it is high, 
but when space is at a premium, this 
tendency may be controlled by pruning 
to fit the requirements of the situation. 
The leaves are about three inches long 
with their stalk about half as long as 
the oval blade and, after serving as 
efficient food factories during the sum- 
mer, the foliage ends the season in 
golden splendor before it falls to the 
ground, 

Most shoot growth is completed 
early in the summer and the elaborately 
branched 6- to 10-inch flower panicles 
are borne at the tips of the new.shoots. 
The small flowers are of no particular 
ornamental value but their fine plumose 
stalks and many intervening ones, 
which branch from the cluster but have 
no flowers, give the shrubs their un- 
usual quality, as well as their name. 
These thread-like stalks are covered 
with long, delicate hairs, at first a

pale pinkish green, but gradually turn- 
ing purplish and finally purplish gray. 

The variety purpureus (or atropur- 
pureus) originated in Germany many 
years ago. It is outstanding for its rich 
purplish panicles and purplish new 
leaves and shoots. Plants not making 
too much growth often have a flower- 
cluster at the tip of nearly every shoot. 
The effect is unique among ornamental 
shrubs. Viewed from a little distance, 
or perhaps through partly closed eyes, 
a specimen really looks like a rounded 
mass of purplish-gray smoke. The 
smoke-cloud starts its effect in July 
and lasts through August and well into 
September. In some cases a thin haze 
may persist until the leaves start to 
turn their rich golden yellow. 

During the winter, smoketrees also 
have their points for the branching 
aspect is attractive and the framework 
nicely proportioned. The twigs show 
a yellowish color when broken and a 
fragrant gummy sap seeps out. It 
is said that the plants were used for- 
merly for a yellow dve. 

In the Victorian tradition, smoke- 
trees (or Venetian sumacs, as they are 
still known in Europe) were most fre- 
quently planted as specimens in solitary 
grandeur surrounded by an expanse of 
lawn. This is a very dramatie way to 
use them but the treatment cannot be 
recommended for small lawns, The 
shrubs combine well with other land- 
scape materials. They are most effective 
grouped with dwarf or Japanese yews 
and especially with the grayish or blue- 


green junipers. With similar color 
analogies in mind, one can_ visualize 


the pleasing combination made in sum- 
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mer with a fine plant in the filmy 
pinkish-purple stage set against a back- 
ground of blue-green Scotch pines! 
This combination is very pleasing at 
the end of a stretch of lawn, termi- 
nating a vista. When space is available, 
the grouping should also include ole- 
asters for their silvery gray foliage 
the shrubs featured here last month. 

One most dramatically placed smoke- 
tree that made a vivid mental picture 
is a single plant on a steeply sloping 
front yard on Cape Cod—the only 
shrub at the front of a small trim house 
of weather-softened gray shingles. A 
lovely picture, and one which changed 
a slight indetinable degree every day. 

Smoketrees have been cultivated for 
nearly 300 years, perhaps longer. They 
grow naturally over the great sweep 
of vastly diversified terrain from south- 
ern Europe to the plateaus of central 
Asia. They were once grouped with the 
sumaes and many listings still refer 
to them as Rhus cotinus. As the true 
sumaes have leaves made up of three or 
more leaflets and differ in technical 
details, an Italian botanist long ago 
proposed that the smoketrees be placed 
in a separate genus—Cotinus. This de- 
cision is now followed by most botan- 
ists, and the complete name is Cotinus 
coggygria. This baffling specific name 
is transliterated from a Greek one and 
often proves a stumbling-block. Most 
catalogues list the shrub as Rhus co- 
tinus. It is usually best to make plant- 
ings in the spring or at any other 
time in the dormant season if the 
job is done carefully. Young plants 
give a good account of themselves in 
moderately fertile soil, preferably a 
rather light and well-drained one. Once 
they start to flower the display in- 
creases and becomes more handsome 
each year. 

Diseases and insect pests seem to 
cause no trouble with these shrubs. 
The record on the garden maintenance 
score is practically perfect since they 
actually require no attention aside 
from occasional pruning if the normal 
rounded habit of the plant is to be 
changed for the gardener’s own good 
reasons. Fertilizing is not ordinarily 
desirable because excessive growth is 
thought to diminish flowering and fruit- 
ing. 

The one other, species of the genus, 
Cotinus americanus, is native in the 
lower Mississippi states and into west- 
ern Texas. This is a taller shrub or 
actually a small tree, even more 
noteworthy for its very brilliant au- 
tumn coloring, as the foliage turns 
bright orange and rich red before fall- 
ing. Its fruit-clusters are not par- 
ticularly conspicuous. 

When the lavish display of spring 
and early summer has passed, the 
shrubs in many home landseapes fall 
into a rather monotonous picture. 
Smoketrees have a high rating among 
the rather small group of hardy shrubs 
making artistic displays later in the 
season so this favorite of years ago 
is well worthy of renewed attention.

In the Garden and in the Home 


By A. E. CURTIS, 


OST gardeners are fully apprecia- 
tive of the beauty and brilliance 
which Oriental poppies lend to 

perennial plantings outdoors. Their un- 
usual effectiveness as cut flowers in 
the home, however; seems to be largely 
overlooked. Of course, not even I would 
suggest that they have everything to 
make them the No. 1 favorite at every 
florist ’s, but I will say that if you grow 
your own you can use them just as 
successfully and advantageously as any 
other flower, either in the home or at 
flower shows. The only thing is they 
do take a little more time and care to 
prepare for cut flower use. Once you’ve

tried them, though, I’m positive you’ll 
agree the effort was handsomely re- 
warded. 

Like all flowers, newly opened pop- 
pies should be cut early in the morn- 
ing when they contain the maximum 
amount of moisture. Cut only about 
a dozen blooms at a time, and cut the 
stems the length you will want them 
for display. Then bring them indoors 
to your gas or electric range and hold 
the ends of the stems in the flame or 
slightly above it, which is the hottest 
place. Continue to burn them until the 
ends of the stems glow like coals. It’s

© How to choose them 


EW cultivated plants require so little 
care to insure successful bloom as 
the hardy perennial phlox. The ease 

with which it may be grown, its sturdi- 
ness and hardiness, the length of its 
blooming period, and the great variety 
and beauty of its flowers are factors 
which commend it for our gardens. 

In choosing phlox, a number of things 
should be considered—the height of the 
plant, the form of the panicle or flower 
eluster, the size of the individual 
flowers, the extent of the flowering pe- 
riod, hardiness and immunity to disease. 
These are all important factors. 

Height is not the most important 
point but taller plants are preferred to 
those of short and medium height. 
Shorter ones may be chosen for the 
rock garden. <A flower cluster some- 
what conical in form is most desired in 
phlox. Large clusters are preferred to 
smaller ones and a cluster without gaps 
or open spaces is the best. 

Flower size is another factor to eon- 
sider. Large flowers are preferred al- 

. though some of the smaller-flowered 
kinds are beautiful. Many with large

mons, are preferable. Good blue-flower- 
ing summer phlox are unknown and 
there is no yellow perennial phlox 
either. Among the best reds are SAN 
AnTONIO, AFrica and LEO SCHLAGETER. 
Linuian is an excellent pink phiox. 
SaLMon GLow is unsurpassed for color 
and beauty. Marre Lovise which tops 
the list of white-flowering kinds: and 
PINKETTE with off-white flowers should 
be planted among phlox of other colors. 

Phlox with bi-colored flowers are con- 
sidered best when there is a sharp line 
of demarcation between the colors. 
DatiLy SKETCH, PRIME MINISTER and 
Count ZEPPELIN are without doubt the 
best known of the bi-colored varieties. 

Color should not fade soon after the 
flowers open. Fortunately most flowers 
retain their color for some time. 

The length of the blooming period 
is of utmost importance. Some phlox 
bloom only a short time and others con- 
tinue to bloom until the first frost. To 
my knowledge none surpasses SALMON 
Giow tor length of bloom. 

It is not diffieult to grow hardy phlox 
suceesstully. Although they will. grow 
even in clay soil, especially when well- 
drained, it is best to plant phlox in 


loam soil containing a considerable 
amount of organic matter such as peat. 
A small quantity of organic fertilizer 
may be applied around the base of the 
plants in spring, when they are six 
inches high and again when the plants 
come into flower. Good light is neces 
sary for beautiful bloom is not pro 
duced in shade. 

Phlox must have an ample supply of 
moisture during the growing and flowe1 
ing season for best results. Plants must 
be protected against attacks by insects 
such as red spider, aphids and thrips. 
Aphids are controlled with a contact 
spray, containing nicotine sulphate, such 
as Black Leaf 40. Thrips often injure 
the foliage and flowers but they ean 
he readily controlled with DDT although 
this makes conditions ripe for the in 
crease of red spider. No doubt red 
spider is the worst pest of phlox. Flow 
ers of sulphur can be used for control 
with considerable success. 

Immunity to disease is a good quality 
of any plant including phlox. Different 
kinds of phlox are not equally resistant 
to fungus parasites, such as the common 
mildew. This fungus is so harmful that 
infected plants cannot produce good

flowers. Severe continued attacks of the 
disease usually kill the plants in a 
few years. Hence, every means to con- 
trol the fungus should be taken by the 
gardener who expects to grow vigorous 
stock with an abundance of beautiful 
flowers. 

One of the best ways of controlling 
mildew is by properly spacing the plants 
in the garden. It is obvious that plants 
which grow close together may retain 
moisture from dew and rain for a con- 
siderable time which favors the growth 
and the spread of the fungus. During 
the past season, in the writer’s flower 
garden of approximately 1,500 square 
feet, only a small amount of infection 
could be observed on any of about 150 
hardy phlox, growing among many 
other hardy perennial flowering plants 
all of which were properly spaced, 

Mildéw ean be readily controlled by 
dusting flowers of sulphur over the 
leaves as soon as the first symptoms of 
the disease are evident. Bordeaux mix- 
ture is also a fungicide which may be 
used to keep the disease in check. 

There is another common and de- 
structive disease of hardy phlox. This is 
known as the spot disease and unfortu- 
nately it cannot be controlled by use of 
fungicides. All infected plants should 
be removed from the garden and burned 
when the first sign of the disease is 
detected. 

When the growing season comes to 
an end and phlox plants are already 
dormant, all the parts above ground 
should be removed and burned before 
snowfall. Frequently mildew and para- 
sites are carried over winter on the stems 
and foliage that remain. 

Hardy perennial phlox does not or- 
dinarily need winter protection. How- 
ever, it is advisable to cover young 
plants with a thin layer of leaves as 
soon as the ground has been frozen. 

Most amateur gardeners do not know 
that because the hardy summer phlox 
are hybrids they do not come “true” 
from seed. In this respect they are like

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F all flowering shrubs none has a 
more interesting background or a 
more unassuming appeal than 
grandmother’s flower, the fuchsia. 
Making its curtesy in the greenhouses 
and window easements of England 
over 150 years ago, this small-flowered 
newcomer from South America became 
popular at once and its cultivation as 
a greenhouse plant spread _ rapidly 
throughout Europe. Indeed, such was 
its popularity during its heyday that 
English expeditions were sent to collect 
species in South America and Mexico. 
Supplied with these new species the 
fuchsia hybridizers of a century ago 
were already creating superior varie- 
ties in England and on the continent. 
Today, after a century of plant 
breeding, the simple littke fuchsia has 
become a more opulent and a more sub- 
stantial flower in a new range of

delicate colors. But, even now, the 
grace of the tiny dangling purple 
trumpets of yesteryear is still appeal- 
ing. 

Of the many thousands of named 


‘varieties successively heaped upon the 


fuchsia lovers of Europe, a few hun- 
dred eventually made their way to the 
Pacific Coast and into grandmother’s 
garden where a miracle seemed to hap- 
pen. In the gardens of coastal Cali- 
fornia where the gentle breezes from 
the Pacifie ward off the winter’s cold 
and temper the summer sun, _ these 
greenhouse pot plants developed into 
huge shrubs which flowered from May 
until after Christmas! The dainty 
greenhouse plant of Europe had burst 
its glassy prison and had hurdled the 
hot summers of the eastern United 
States to fall into its garden paradise 
on the Pacifie Coast. 

Slowly through the years Californians 
began to appreciate this shrub and 
finally in 1929 The American Fuchsia 
Society was organized in the San Fran- 
cisco area. Gardeners, formerly blind 
to the qualities of the fuchsia, began to 
collect, import and evaluate existing 
varieties from Europe and now hun- 
dreds of named varieties are in cultiva- 
tion. California breeders have shoul- 
dered the problem of developing new 
fuchsias in a wider range of types and 
colorings. Since 1930 an imposing list 
of superior varieties has resulted trom 
their efforts. 

No longer handicapped with the limi- 
tations of frost and greenhouses and 
without the setbacks of warm summers, 
grandmother’s petted little “potlings” 
have learned to climb trees, drip from 
hanging baskets and festoon California 
gardens with millions of floral baller- 
inas. 


In severe climates. The fuchsia has 
become such a notable and conspicuous 
plant in seacoast gardens of southern 
Oregon and California that one is apt 
to overlook its lesser role elsewhere as 
a potted plant for greenhouse culture. 
Nevertheless, the fuchsia is a very 
beautiful plant under glass once its 
requirements are understood. Many of 
the greenhouse failures in the past have 
been due to a lack of understanding of

just what the fuchsia requires to make 
it respond. Perhaps the following 
notes may make this plant easier for 
gardeners away from the Pacifie Coast. 


Climatic requirements. The original 
wild fuchsias are native to partly 


Shaded areas in the tropical uplands 
and to the foggy coastal areas in the 


southern temperate zone. Their active 
period of growth coincides with the 
rainy season regardless of their habitat. 
During this growth season humidity is 
high and the intensity of the sunlight 
is minimized by clouds and the shade 
of the surrounding vegetation. Conse- 
quently, to make our cultivated fuch- 
sias happy we must simulate these 
conditions by keeping the plants well- 
shaded in a humid atmosphere and by 
supplying their roots with continual 
moisture. Night temperatures should 
be relatively low, 50° F. (when possi- 
ble) during the growing season is good. 
During the day, 80° F. is rather high 
and every attempt should be made to 
keep temperatures down. High tem- 
peratures and direct sunlight are dis- 
astrous. The high temperature of the 
eastern United States make it difficult 
to grow fuchsias as summer house 
plants. 


Winter care. In winter most fuchsias 
are resting and can be treated as 
ordinary deciduous shrubs. At this 
time they require practically no water 
and survive continuous temperatures 
down to 35° F. In fact, the problem 
is to discourage their premature growth 
by giving a minimum of water and by 
keeping the plants just above freezing. 

Successful gardeners sometimes win- 
ter fuchsias by burying them in a 
well-drained frost-free place and we 
have even heard tales of hanging them 


up in bare-rooted bundles in a cool, 
frostless shed but, being Californians, 
we have had no opportunity to test 
these methods. The important thing 
is to bring the fuchsia through the 
winter unseathed by frost and without 
premature new growth. 

Those fortunate enough to have a 
heated greenhouse or even a_ well- 
lighted window may start their fuch- 
sias as early as January but, of course, 
under no circumstances should the 
fuchsia be exposed to frost. 

When the plants first show activity 
they should be cut back hard, removing 
frozen or rotted wood. If potted, their 
roots are shaken out and eut back 
a proportionate amount to that of the 
branches. Pruning can be as severe as 
desired because the fuchsia blooms on 
the new growth and there is no danger 
of cutting off future bloom. We would 
favor cutting the plants to no more 
than three or four’ short branches 
much as one would prune a maiden 
rose bush at planting time. 


Potting fuchsias. The pruned bush 
should then be repotted in as small a 
container as the roots conveniently fill. 
Pots must be well-drained and the soil 
should be porous and of good quality. 
A suitable soil mixture for the first 
potting is ¥3 sand, 144 leafmold and 14 
loam with a dash of cow manure. 

As the fuchsia begins to develop the 
plant must be shifted to a larger pot 
and much richer soil should be added. 
A satisfactory formula for the second 
and any later repottings would be 
1, old cow manure, 1% leaf-soil, 4% sand 
and 1% rich loam. 

If the plants are grown in a green- 
house they make vigorous growth

For- 
tunately, too, these common charac- 
teristics are such that they are all fine, 
dependable garden plants, possessing 
long stems, good growing habits and 
excellent flowers of good color and long 
lasting quality. As a matter of fact, 
their only drawback—and that merely 
from the standpoint of the greenhouse 
operator—is that they do not lend them- 
selves to forcing. 

The jonquils and jonquil hybrids are 
classified as Division 7 in the Royal 
Horticultural Society’s system of daf- 
fodil elassifieation. Although the new

giant jonquils may be larger than many 
of the trumpet varieties of daffodils, 
and although others may carry as man) 
flowers as the poetaz varieties or 
be as highly colored as many incom- 
parabilis types, yet to the expert, or 
to any gardener who has a discerning 
eye, they always stand out by them 
selves. For the jonquil tribe has tall, 
thin stems, boldly colored flowers, a 
pleasing and characteristic scent, and 
the marvelous habit of looking straight 
at you. Straight, short necks, good habit, 
good form and good substance all mak 
them excellent for eutting and for us¢ 
in flower arrangements. 

We can classify them by size and start 
with the two smallest, the true single 
and double NARCISSUS JONQUILLA. These 
flowers have a strong but pleasing scent 
which was formerly supposed to bi 
harmful to nervous people and becauss 
of which early writers on daffodils sug 
gested that they should not be placed in 
closed rooms. Both single and double

will produce good flowers from very 
small bulbs. The single jonquil sets 
seed readily and will flower from seed 
in three or four years. The double 
form of this charming little jonquil is 
the QUEEN ANNe’s DarropiL, so popu- 
lar in the South. This form flowers 
late and will not set seed. 

Next in size comes a supposed hybrid, 
the CAMPERNELLE, which may well be 
a seedling of N. jonquilla x Trumpet 
Major. The double form is a delightful 
flower for cutting. A deep orange 
variety of the Campernelle is ORANGE 
QUEEN, rather rare but unique in color-

ing. There are a number of variants of 
the true N. Campernelli, officially N. 
odorus, varieties or selections ealled 
“viganteus” or “rugulosus” or even 
“maximus.” Commercial growers have 
selected good types which now go under 
the names of SINGLE and DousLE Cam- 
PERNELLI and they should satisfy any 
but the most exacting specialist. 

In recent years giant forms of the 
Campernelle have been developed. The 
outstanding novelty in this type is 
the new TREVITHIAN, a glorious daf- 


fodil which I cannot praise highly 
enough. Carrying several flowers to a

stem, gently fragrant and 
of a very soft and pleas- 
ing yellow coloring, this 
variety is bound to be- 
come one of the most 
popular daffodils of our 
times. The stems are tall 
and wiry, long enough for 
the most difficult flower ar- 
rangements, and the flow- 
ers will last long after 
other daffodils have faded. 

A variation on the same 
theme, not quite so free 
flowering but somewhat 
darker in coloring, is LAN- 
ARTH, While HeEsLa is a 
lemon-yellow form of the 
same general type. Rarer 
yet are some white torms 
such as CHERIE and 
Wuite WepGwoop. While 
of undeniable charm, these 
whites are very poor grow- 
ers and hence may never 
become as popular as the 
others, 

The finest of the multi- 
flowered types is at present 
the variety GoLDEN PER- 
FECTION. This one usually 
produces from two to 
three flowers per stem, although under 
poor growing conditions it may come 
with but a single flower. The stems are 
very tall, the foliage a beautiful green. 
I rank GoLpEN PERFECTION very high 
on my list of ideal daffodils. 

Larger flowers, in fact an entirely 
different type, start with the well-known 
GotpeN Sceptre. This variety might 
be considered the standard bearer of all 
the new jonquilla xX trumpet daffodil 
hybrids. It has become very popular 
not only because it grows well under 
adverse conditions, but also because it

Do You 
Know 
Carpet-Bedding?

EF I were to ask a large number of present day 
gardeners, “Do you know carpet-bedding?” not many of 
them, I imagine, would be able to truthfully answer, “Yes.” 
Not that I would hold it against them—far from it!—but it 
would be interesting to learn how many of us are fully aware 
of the improvement that has come about in gardening prac- 
tices during the past half century. You see, I mention carpet- 
bedding, not to praise it, but to show how much better off we 
are today without it! 

My hazy recollections of the Centennial Exposition in Phil- 
adelphia in 1876 tell me that it was there that I first became 
acquainted with “earpet-beds.” Then at the much greater 
Chicago Exposition in 1893 there were very elaborate carpet- 
bedding constructions that started the making of thousands 
of so-called plant pictures in imitation of the work shown 
at Chicago. And at every succeeding exposition (including 
the one at Buffalo, where | remember being aroused early in 
the morning by a newsboy’s shout, “All about McKinley! 
He’s dead!”’) there were plant displays intended to simulate 
carpets. 

The state capitals of the nation were engaging my attention, 
and I reeall that the beautiful capitol building in Hartford, 
Connecticut, brought me in contact with a combination of a 
sarpet-bed and various other materials. Then going to Eliza- 
beth Park in that pleasing city, because it had a great rose 
garden, I found ecarpet-bedding very much in evidence there 
too. And in my own experience as a florist, I did the carpet- 
bedding stunt myself right here in our own state eapital of 
Harrisburg. 

Incidentally, one of my relatives who was a_ persistent 
traveler had to do with carpet-beds abroad, and he gave me 
photographs of those in Edinburgh and Rotterdam to show 
that the whole idea seemed to have started in Europe. 





Now I suppose it is about time that I tell, for the benefit 


of those who are unfamiliar with the subject, just what a 
“carpet-bed” is. As usual, I refer to the best available 
authority, and I find how Liberty Hyde Bailey explains car- 
pet-bedding in Volume I of his “Standard Cyclopedia of 
Horticulture.” Among other things, he says: “What is 
known as earpet- or design-bedding is the most formal and 
most expensive of all kinds of bedding, and employs plants 
that stand pinching and shearing, as ecoleus, achyranthes, 
alternanthera, lobelia, one of the dusty millers. . .and certain 
succulents of the hen-and-chickens type, as echeverias. R 
Here belong the imitations of buildings and animals, the 
portraits of men, the lettered greetings to conventions, the 
calendars, floral clocks, and similar ingenuities.” 

As I painstakingly experienced this partienlar form of 
planting, the material used was limited to hardly 3 inches

How to Freeze Mint

REEZING preservation has many 

uses little dreamed of a few years 

ago. The freezing of mint is one 
of them. This novel application of the 
freezing technique is sure to interest 
every home gardener who has his own 
freezer or who has aecess to a locker 
plant, for it will enable him to pre- 
serve a supply of mint sauce or syrup 
for year-round use. This method is 
especially valuable because mints have 
an aromatic, refreshing aroma which 
is largely lost during dehydration, can- 
ning or any other method of preserva- 
tion except freezing. 

Spearmint, one of the common va- 
rieties, often called ‘‘garden mint’’ or 
‘‘lamb mint,’’ can easily be identified 
by narrow, heavy-veined leaves with 
saw-toothed indentations around the 
edge. The square stems carry pale 
purple flowers in whorls. Spearmint 
is the mint most often used in the home 
in the making of sauces, mint jellies, 
iced beverages or as a garnish in fruit 
cup or fruit salad combinations and in 
the making of confections. 

Peppermint, another variety of mint, 
can be identified by smooth slender 
stems, light green leaves with purple 
flowers in dense terminal _ spikes. 
Strong-flavored peppermint is used in 
the making of oil of peppermint, men- 
thol, soap pastes and in many other 
ways. 

You can easily grow mint in a corner 
of your garden. It needs a fairly rich 
soil, with adequate humus, and pref- 
erably a shady loeation. The ocea- 
sional cutting of plants will improve 
the growth. Do not permit flowering 
stalks to go to seed before cutting, as 
quite often this will cause the plants 
to die. Spearmint is subject to rust 
and the ground should be burned over 
to eradicate this disease. Manure is 
apt to cause rust, and therefore com- 
mercial fertilizers should be used if 
any is required, Spearmint is a per- 
ennial but should be renewed every 
three or four years. To renew a small 
bed, chop up the whole area with a 
sharp edging tool or spade, deep enough 
to eut the runners, water well and 
cover with a thin layer of rich soil. 


This will start new plants and avoid a 
tangled mat of roots. 

Pick the tenderest and _ greenest 
leaves from your mint bed for freezing. 
Wash quickly and carefully in cold, 
running water. Remove all stems and 
flowering spikes. Be careful not to 
crush any of the tender leaves as the 
delicate flavor is easily lost from 
bruised leaves. Remove the wash wa- 
ter by placing them on a dry towel. 
Like all other products that are to be 
frozen, mint should. be handled 
quickly and carefully so as not to lose 
the fresh mint flavor and color. The 
flavor oils of the mint leaves also are 
‘rapidly lost if the mint is held at too 
high a temperature even for a short 
time. 


Mint syrup. To prepare mint syrup, 
mix one cup of extra sweet corn 
syrup (‘‘Sweetose’’) with one-half cup 
of water. This syrup has the remark- 
able property of absorbing the mint 
flavor and holding it perfectly for 
many months in the freezer. Place one- 
half cup, gently packed, of stemmed, 
washed, whole mint leaves in a one- 
pint frozen food container. Cover with 
syrup. Cover, label and place in freezer 
to freeze. 

In the making of mint syrup the 
leaves retain their characteristic shape 
and delicate mint flavor, and so can be 
used separately as a garnish, in fruit 
cups or in beverages. Frozen mint 
syrup will thaw at room temperature 
in about two hours. If syrup is frozen 
in water-tight containers they may 
be placed in running cold water and 
will thaw in about 45 minutes. As 
you can well imagine, the delicate flavor 
and aroma of the mint is lost if the 
package is allowed to remain open 
during defrosting. 

The mint syrup may be used in many 
ways. To make a tasty refreshing 
mint drink, ealled a mint tinkle,- use 
one cup of thawed mint syrup, two 
tablespoons of lemon juice and two 
twelve-ounce bottles of gingerale. Add 
lemon juice to syrup. Fill glass one- 
fourth full of chopped ice, add one-

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Greenhouse owners can start cuttings now 
for “standard” geraniums, fuchsias or he- 
liotrope for flowering outdoors in summer. 
Remove side growths but not the top until 
desired height is reached, then pinch and 
allow growths to develop on top 3 inches. 


Early celery can be blanched this month. 
The easiest way is to purchase specially 
made paper collars or to wrap plants in 
heavy brown paper after first tying tops.

August Pointers 


Tips for Northern Gardeners 


By JAMES S. JACK, 


OR several months I’ve been pass- 

ing a new home in our locality. 

I’ve admired first the people’s 
choice of shrubbery, then the care they 
have given the new lawn, and finally 
the attractive flower borders that 
seem to constantly provide gay color. 
It’s really an eye-catching picture. 
Yet I have been itching to make one 
suggestion to the owners. I wish they 
would trim the grass edges alongside 
the walk and that they would make a 
clean cut in the sod that borders the 
flower beds. Then they would have an 
attractive place plus that ‘‘neat as 
a pin’’ look, It sure makes a differ- 
ence! 


The right choice of evergreens and 
the right placement of them means 
much to the beauty of a home or gar- 
den. If any of your evergreens need 
shifting, this is the month to’ start 
moving them. Since they must be 
moved with a ball of earth, a trench 
must be dug around éach plant. The 
ball can be trimmed down somewhat 
with a fork to avoid injury to the roots. 
In order to prevent the ball breaking 
when the tree or shrub is moved, the 
sides must be wrapped with tightly 
laced burlap, and then the tree can be 
tipped over to simplify cutting the 


New strawberry beds should be prepared at 
this time.

bottom roots. Finally a heavy piece 
of burlap is placed under the ball, and 
this is used for carrying the tree to the 
new location in the garden. Have the 
new hole for the tree ready betore you 
start the moving business. When filling 
in the soil after the ball has been placed 
in the hole, use a hose to “puddle” the 
soil. In that way all the air pockets are 
filled up and the tree will be more 
firmly planted. If the soil in the new 
location is poor, it is best to substitute 
a good soil under and around the ball. 
Keep evergreens that have been moved 
well watered up until frost. Watering 
the second year also will be a big help. 


Lawn making follows landscaping, 
and the actual seeding should be done 
by September 15 if you hope to have 
the grass established before winter. 
All too often the proposed lawn and 
garden area around a new home is 
nothing more than a covered mess of 
subsoil and rubble. Certainly not an 
ideal growing medium! A good lawn 
requires 4 or 5, better still 6, inches of 
decent soil. A elay soil can be helped 
by the addition of humus or peatmoss. 
A good fertilizer will help poor soil 
immeasurably. Sometimes drainage is 
necessary if the lawn location is a 
very wet one. If a hole 4 to 5 feet 
deep is dug and filled to within a foot 
of the surface with rocks, the water 
can drain into this pocket. Over the 
rocks should go a layer of gravel, and 
then some hay, straw or building paper 
to prevent the soil on top from filtering 
down into the hole. 

Before starting to seed a lawn, the 
entire area must be raked very smooth 
and all stones must be removed. Pur- 
chase the best seed you can, and select 
a mixed type of grass seed. Good seed 
is sown at the rate of 4 to 6 pounds per 
1,000 square feet. Broadeast the seed 
quite carefully, by hand, and if there 
is any wind blowing better keep your 
hand close to the ground. If it does 
not rain within a reasonable time after 
seeding it becomes necessary to water 
the lawn area. A fan type sprinkle: 
is best since it does not wash away 
the seed. 


Old lawns can do with a bit of 
perking up about this time of the year. 
A lawn organic fertilizer broadcast in 
late August or early September goes 
a long way toward assuring a good 
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lawn next year. Grub prooting should 
be done now too. Arsenate of lead will 
control both the Japanese beetle and 
the summer grass. However, it is ex- 
pensive these days and DDT used at the 
rate of 25 pounds straight DDT per 
acre will give protection for four years. 

The flower show. If you want some 
good fun, get into the competitions 
at the local flower show this year. 
Maybe your carrots didn’t turn out 
so perfectly, but how about those 
vellow tomatoes or the dahlias? When 
you’ show vegetables, select ones of 
uniform medium size, as perfect look- 
ing as possible, and of course fresh, 
Extra large beets, for instance, are 
probably coarse and tough, and the 
judges will probably turn them down. 
Flowers are pointed on freshness, size 
and quality. Moth-eaten foliage, even 
though the flowers are good, will set 
you back several points. Be certain 
you exhibit the exact number called 
for in the schedule; one too many will 
disqualify an entry. Make your exhibit 
attractive. Trim the tops of the carrots, 
wash the vegetables, open the ear of 
corn to exhibit two or three rows of 
kernels, and arrange flowers—don’t 
just cram them into a container. When 
competition is keen every little detail 
counts! 


The new strawberry bed should be 
prepared now, and generous amounts 
of manure or fertilizer shonld be in- 
corporated when the digging is done. 
In June it was suggested that runners 
be taken from the old bed for planting 
up the new one, or pot grown plants 
can be purchased now. Space the new 
plants 12 inches apart in the rows 
and 15 inches between rows. Try to 
get them planted by August 15 so 
that they will have ample time to 
become established before winter. Good 
varieties are Dorsett, Fairfax and Star- 
bright. 


In the vegetable garden keep filling 
up the vacant spot either with more 
vegetables or with winter rye. There 
is still time to put in another row of 
string beans, beets and carrots, and 
low about some lettuce, radishes and 
endive ? 

If there is still vacant ground after 
all the succession crops are in, clean 
up the space and get out that bag of 
winter rye. A good crop of rye that 
you can turn under next spring will 
do wonders for the soil. It makes it 
triable and fibrous. 


Early celery is ready this month for 
blanching. The easiest method is to 
purchase collars made for this purpose, 
or the plants can simply be wrapped 
n heavy paper. The tops must be tied, 
tf course, before either paper or collars 
are used. The blanching process takes 
two to three weeks. Stagger the blanch- 
ing so that only the number of plants 
you can use at a time will be blanched.

Now’s the Time to Sow Perennials 


EED of most perennials, whether 

home-saved or purchased, is_ best 
sown as soon as possible after it ripens. 
Sow the seed in vermiculite or in a 
mixture of one-half sifted peatmoss and 
one-half sand. If you choose the latter, 
rub the peatmoss through a sieve made 
from wire mosquito screen and an old 
flat (above, left). Measure off equal 
quantities of the sifted peatmoss and 
coarse builder’s sand, and mix them 
thoroughly—by hand if your quantity 
is small (above, right) or with a shovel 
if you are going to use a lot. Place 
an inch or so of broken pots in the 
bottom of a seed pan for drainage and 
fill to within an inch of the top with 
the peatmoss-sand mixture and firm it 
gently. 

Home-saved seed, if fairly coarse, can 
be placed in a paper trough and pushed 
out slowly with the index finger to 
insure even distribution over the sur-

face (below, left) or, if fine, place it 
in a small envelope and tap the en- 
velope gently so that the seed pours 
out very slowly. Cover the seed to the 
proper depth, depending on its size, 
with the peatmoss-sand mixture; if 
the seed is extremely fine, however, it 
is safer not to cover it but to press it 
down with a small wood block. 
Water the pans by letting them stand 
in water up to within an inch of the 
top until the surface is moist; then 
sink them to the same depth in a cold- 
frame (below, right), where they should 
be kept moist, but not soaking wet, 
by very gentle overhead watering. Some 
seeds will germinate soon; when they 
have formed their second set of leaves 
they can be transplanted directly into 
the coldframe, where they will remain 
until next spring—thus giving them a 
jump on spring sown seed. Some, how- 
ever, Will lie dormant until next vear.

ing now. When the tops turn yellow 
it is time to dig them out; then leave 
them lying in the sun for a day or two. 
A cool dry airy place is required for 
storing them, preferably on shelves. 
Use the white varieties first. The red 
and yellow ones will keep longer. 


Peonies and bleedingheart clumps 
that are too large can be split and 
transplanted in the early fall. Peony 
crowns should be broken into pieces 


with three to five eyes, and each bleed- 
ingheart crown should be divided into 
three or four pieces. The ecxowns of 
both the peonies and_ bleedingheart 
must be replanted with the tops no 
deeper than one or two inches beneath 
the ground surface. 


Carnations grown outdoors for win- 
ter flowering in the greenhouse should 
be benched this month. Lift them care-

PENSTEMONS OF NORTH AMERICA 


Ry DOROTHY EBEL HANSELL, (N. J.) 


HE showy racemes of the pen- 

stemons with their colorful two- 

lipped flowers are a familiar sight 
in the mountainous section of western 
North America. They are seattered 
here and there through central, southern 
and eastern states. Not all of the more 
than 150 known members of this no- 
table genus—almost entirely American 
—are worth considering for the garden. 
But many of them definite 
merits for rock gardens and dry stone 
walls. Others are suitable for the 
flower border because of their size and 
habit of growth. 

In the Pacific Northwest, little dif- 
ficulty has been experienced in growing 
penstemons when they have been given 
full sun, sandy soil with some loam and 
moderate moisture. In gardens of the 
eastern states there has been a_ dif- 
ferent story. Penstemons may survive 
here for a year or two under normal 
garden conditions, then they peter out. 
After such an experience the easily 
discouraged gardener decides penste- 
mons are “miffy” plants not worth his 
time or attention. 

The more ardent gardener who seeks 
to satisfy his plants finds penstemons 
do nicely in a porous sandy soil on 
ground that slopes or is raised to insure 
perfect drainage. They do very well in 
scree—a_ gravelly mixture and lean 
soil, 1 stone chips, ¥3 sand and 1, 
soil, Penstemons are reported to do 
best of all in a bed where hard coal 
ashes have been incorporated into the 
seree, Seree not only provides the soil 
composition penstemons like but also 
the necessary surface dryness and a 
ioderate amount of moisture beneath 
ie soil surface around the roots. 

For a while it was thought penste- 
ions wanted all the sun they could get. 
On the whole they do want an open, 
sunny position and plenty of space. 
find full sun too intense and 
welcome protection such as a large rock 
might provide. They do enjoy the sun 
during most of the day but want some 
spite from its hot rays. 

Among the loveliest of the truly blue 
nstemons is P. angustifolius (coeru- 
us) whose flowers are a clear azure 
ue. This 12-inch plant of slender 
ibit and silvery-blue foliage is native 

a large area that extends from 
uth Dakota to Montana and New 
lexico. It will grow in a sunny border 
ordinary garden soil to which enough

sand, stone chips or gravel has been 
added to provide good drainage. P. 
angustifolius is good for cutting and 
attractive in the rock garden, bloom- 
ing in late May or early June. 


Firecracker penstemon. P. barbatus 
is a tall-growing herbaceous plant of 
obliging nature, requiring no especial 
care and without objection to light 
shade. It has long been known as the 
Chelone barbata and the common 
name firecracker suits it well for the 
flaming red flowers enliven the garden 
during July and August. 

Another easy doer for the flower 
border is P. digitalis (P. laevigatus d.), 
which isn’t fussy about soil or situa- 
tion. Since growth is rather coarse it 
is best placed at the back of the border. 
There its white flowers act as a foil 
for bright-colored June blossoms. P. 
digitalis and delphinium may be com- 
bined effectively in the border and in 
flower arrangements. 

P. glaber (gordoni), which inhabits 
dry slopes from North Dakota to Wyo- 
ming, seems to content itself in sandy 
soil containing stone chips or gravel, 
It is a vigorous, showy, blue-flowered 
plant for the border. Some gardeners 
have tried it in their rock gardens but 
consider it too tall and coarse. 


For border and cutting. The shell- 
leaf penstemon, P. grandiflorus, of the 
central and north central states is use- 
ful for cutting and a desirable accent 
plant in the garden. The clear blue 
tubular flowers are produced in June 
on two-foot stems. These stand tall 
and erect if the plants are in lean, 
sandy soil in full sun. Grown in rich 
moist soil, the flower spikes become 
larger but sprawl over the ground, 
The blue-green silvery foliage is pleas- 
ing. 

P. hirsutus (pubescens), the east- 
ern beardstongue, is a native of the 
open, dry woods from Maine to Virginia 
and westward to Wisconsin. It is easily 
grown in lean soil in the border in full 
sun. The foliage is a pleasing fresh 
green but, although the lavender flowers 
are useful for cutting, they are not 
particularly exciting. The forms pur- 
pureus and roseus are distinetiveé—the 
former a plum purple, the latter a 
delicate pink. An interesting dwarf 
form pygmaeus is only eight inches 
high. 


In June, P. ovatus bears rather small, 
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dainty flowers in a pretty shade of 
blue. This species, which hails from 
Oregon and British Columbia is good 
for the beginner in penstemon growing. 
It is about two feet or more high and 
is reliably hardy for the perennial 
border in any well-drained soil in a 
sunny location. This penstemon is 
also attractive in flower arrangements. 


Rock garden penstemons. A _ half 
dozen or more penstemons which are 
among the choicest of our native flora, 
are suitable for rock gardens. Orig- 
inally found on the hills near the june- 
tion of the Hood and Columbia rivers, 
P. barrettae has proven its value in 
lean, gritty soil. The erect little foot- 
high bush, has glaucous leathery leaves 
that are handsome the year ‘round. 
That alone would be reason enough to 
grow it but in addition it is fairly 
smothered with soft lilac-purple flowers 
in early summer. 

P. crandalli is one of those plants on 
which opinions differ. This mat-form- 
ing creeper, with almost evergreen 
foliage, is considered a treasure by 
some gardeners. Others say it spreads 
too much for the amount of bloom it 
produces in early June. However, all 
agree that it is comparatively easy to 
grow in sandy soil in the sunny rock

Chinese Hibiseus 


By PENNY PECKENPAUGH, (Tex.) 


HE Chinese hibiseus brings to mind 

a vision of sunny skies and _sloe- 

eyed maidens with exotie blossoms 
adorning their dark tresses. Visitors to 
the Hawaiian Islands tell of hundreds of 
the Hibiseus rosa-sinensis growing there. 
They have learned that at one time the 
famous lei was made only of green 
material until the brilliance of hibiseus 
bloom impelled the bronze-skinned maids 
to add color to these tokens of friend- 
ship. 

Fortunately the ‘Chinese _ hibiscus 
vrows well in our own United States, 
too. It ranks high in popularity along 
the Gulf Coast in Florida and Texas 
and in Southern California. Given sun, 
moisture, good drainage and a tempera- 
ture which stays above 28 degrees the 
year ’round, hibiscus will reward the 
erower with blossoms almost continu- 
ously but most prolifically during the 
summer and fall months. Even in the 
north the gardener need not be without 
them, for they make fine large pot 
plants for a sunny window and may be 
placed outdoors in the summer. 

Chinese hibiscus is not particular 
ibout soil. It will combat root rot 
and nematodes best if plenty of humus 
is added and a neutral pH is maintained. 
Plants may set too many buds for the 
root development to support and some 
or all of the buds will fall for a time. 
Fertilizing and additional humus will 
usually take care of this. 

These brilliant plants add color in- 
terest to the garden and are equally 
useful as eut flowers. For adorning 
the hair or in corsages they are tops to 
use in the daytime and with trickery 
may be made to last into the night. 
The petals do bruise with careless hand- 
ling but for ordinary wear they hold 
their beauty throughout the day. Some 
varieties, such as Agnes Gault, open 
late in the morning and stay open late 
at night. Others, like subviolaceous, 
open with the dawn and close quite early. 
Twelve hours is the usual length of their 
beauty. 

The exotic hibiscus is just as happy 
ut of water as in it. They are usually 
gathered without foliage to use in a 
¢lister on a mirror or tray, or to string 
along some willowy bamboo straws or 
palm ribs to add tropical charm to 
daytime decorations. The buds may be 
cut early, on the morning they are to 


open, and placed in the refrigerator 
until a few hours before they are to be 
used. Brought into the light they will 
open and hold their beauty for almost the 
twelve hours nature intended for them. 
By this method they are tricked into 
evening use. They give milady a wide 
choice in color from white through deli- 
‘ate pinks, yellows, peach and lavender 
tints, to the most brilliant red and 
orange shades. 

In Mexico these and other hibiscus 
or mallows are ealled Tulipan. Down 
in southern Texas, H. syriacus is known 
as althea, H. palustris (moscheutos) is 
mallow, rose mallow or Mexican hibiseus 
and H. mutabilis is Confederate rose 
or flower-for-a-day. The Chinese _hi- 
biseus is the only one called by its genus 
name, 

The hibiseus is known as shoe-black 
plant in China beeause of the use made 
ot a dye from the petals. The botanical 
name, H. rosa-sinensis, or rose of China 
elevates it above this association with 
us, 


Making cuttings. Although the shrub 
first came from eastern Asia it has 
proved its adaptability in subtropical 
areas where gardeners are enthusiasti- 
cally searching for new types to add to 
known varieties. To increase stock,prop- 
agation may be made by using soft 
wood euttings or leaf bud euttings from 
March to September. Hard wood ecut- 
tings may be used almost anytime of 
vear. Grafting is done to seeure blooms 
from rare varieties on Older rootstock 
of Psyche or other common types and 
to place Kona on a more vigorous root- 
stock than its own, 

A rooting medium of sand and peat- 
moss may be used and the euttings 
treated with hormones. Or, if the grower 
is a green thumber, the 6- to 8-inch 
lengths of stem with two or three leaves 
or half leaves at the top may be put 
into a bed which will be kept moist and, 
presto, they'll grow and bloom. 


In a frame. Humidity aids the 
root-forming process. Frame gardens 
are often used where a large number of 
cuttings are to be rooted. The lid of 
the frame may be covered with canvas 
or double cheesecloth to help maintain 
warmth and moisture until the cuttings 
are rooted. This is removed gradually.

ACK in Georgia again after a cir-

They have a monthly contest in flower 
arrangement in which they are all deeply 
interested. At the preceding meeting some 
able member discusses the requirements of 
the next flower arrangement class in de- 
tail, and makes a typical entry for that 
class.

I GOT safely through floods in South 

Georgia and Florida and into the hands 
of the Greenwood, Florida, ladies. Their 
two-year-old garden club, has just joined 
the Florida Federation of Garden Clubs. 
They realize the value of coordinated 
work, and their great aim at this time is 
to help the Federation get a state-wide 
law passed to keep cattle off the roads. 
Though many Florida Counties have such 
laws, some do not. These women have 
been discouraged over the destruction 
wrought to their highway plantings by 
browsing cattle. They are all set for a 
green light on a fine roadside development 
plan when the cows can no longer break 
young trees with their horns, eat young 
shrubs and tree tops, and generally destroy 
what the club painstakingly plants. 

A day later I found myself judging the 
spring flower show of the garden clubs of 
Tallahassee. There are sixteen circles 
in their Council, one of them with Negro 
members. Three of these are new this 
year, and there are two more just getting 


organized. The 500 members in the 
Council make it a strong power in the 


city. There is always a member of the 
Park Board of the City representing the 
garden clubs and the City Beautification 
Council includes two garden club repre- 
sentatives, one the president of the Council 
and one the Park Board member. In this 
way the clubs have a definite say in what 
is being done to beautify their city.

they are all set to start a new series 


of Judging Courses (what tremendous 
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interest exists everywhere in these short 
courses for flower-show-minded people! ), 
I moved northward into Arkansas. My 
visit with the Pansy Garden Club (Tex 
arkana, Texas) brought some good ideas 
to pass along. In addition to their ac 
tivity in civic work they have a smal 
project for each month. Selecting som: 
from their program, I pass on these ideas.

Culture of Cyclamen 
McClindon ( Ala.) 


Cyclamen seed can be purchased from 
the W. Atlee Burpee Co., Clinton, Ia. They 
have a variety of colors to choose from. 

I now have one cyclamen plant raised 
from seed. It is about six or seven years 
old. They must be three years old before 
they bloom. I grow mine in a soil mix- 
ture of leaf mold, rotted cow manure, 
and sand. In order to keep a bulb living 
over summer, I keep it just moist enough 
to keep it green. I have never succeeded 
in drying a bulb off in summer. Neither 
have I kept a florist-grown bulb living 
over summer. I keep my bulb growing 
in an east window the year around, One 
year I feed the bulb plant food or new 
rich soil without repotting. The next

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year I repot it with as little disturbance 
to the roots as possible. 

I believe the directions for planting 
seeds come on the packet. .They are to 
be planted in loose soil and covered with 
glass to retain moisture. The only means 


of propagation I know is by seed. And 
growing your own bulbs from seed is 
the most satisfactory method.—Mkrs.

Why Bittersweet Won’t Bloom 


Answering Mrs. C. W. Igo (Colo.) June 

It is possible that you have two male 
vines and that if you put in one or two 
more you will have berries. I raised about 
20 lovely vines just by placing the sced 


under a tree in a bottomless box. They 
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sprouted the next spring and I gave 
many of them away. I was told they never 
would have any berries on them. Last 
year I sprayed my seven or eight vines 
with Fruitone and had two just loaded 
with berries. I do not know if the Fruit- 
one Was the reason, but I am not going 
to spray this year and see what happens.

Doubtless you do not have both the 
male (staminate) and female (pistillate) 
plants of Celastrus scandens, but rather 
two of the same kind, in which case the 
flowers are not properly fertilized and 
therefore do not produce fruit.

This seems to 
be the condition L. candidum likes, al- 
though I have tried other lilies and have 
failed with them. 

I try to lift and divide the bulbs every 
other year, as they increase so rapidly. 
But, if they are left another year or so, 
it seems not to bother them. When reset- 
ting the bulbs I put a generous amount 
of steamed bonemeal in the soil and set 
the bulbs on a cushion of sand. How- 
ever, bulbs that do not have this care seem 
to bloom just as well. It is a good plan to 
replant in August with the bulb just un- 
der the surface, although I have planted 
them as late as the latter part of October

No mulch is needed, as these lilies put 
up an evergreen rosette of leaves in early 
fall that protects the bulbs all winter. 
[ believe a mulch of straw or similar ma- 
terial would have a tendency to rot the 
bulbs. We had temperatures as low as 
17° below zero last winter without in- 
jury to any of the bulbs. No mulch is 
necessary in the summer, for the lilies 
lave enough foilage to protect them from 
the sun. 

The only pest I have found on Madonna 
lilies is the corn ear worm and some years 
it is entirely absent.

buds just before opening. Any of several 
good insecticides will control this pest. 

L. candidum seems to be so happy in 
our soil it takes care of itself. For ex- 
ample, one year when I was resetting the 
bulbs. many of the outer scales fell to the 
ground and were left there for several 
weeks. Later I noticed each scale had 
formed a small bulblet at the base and 
Was putting roots into the ground. I 
planted these scales beside the other lilies 
and next summer the bulbs were an inch 
in diameter. They bloomed the following 
year. 

When lifting bulbs, I miss many of 
them and know they are left at different 
depths after spading the ground. Yet, next 
May these missed bulbs will bloom as pro- 
fusely as the others—Mrs. VERNON 
ScoutEN (Okla.). 


Reports on Croft Lilies 


Answering Mrs, Edna Orth (Wis.) March 


I’m of the opinion that for the effort 
necessary and the expense incurred, the 
Easter lilies, including Crofts, give the 
most in return. .They will respond to any 
good fertilizer, need very little care and 
watering and, if planted about 8 inches 
deep, will send up strong straight stalks 
that will support any number of blooms. 
Another good trait is that they will grow 
either in sunshine or shade. 

The secret of success in number of 
blooms is in stripping off the bulblets 
each year which form around the parent 
bulb. This is done when the foliage dies 
down after the blooming period. I dig 
the bulbs, take off the bulblets and replant 
them all immediately, and all at the same 
depth. I have a row of these lilies which 
I neglected to treat this way last year, 
and the contrast of their straggly, almost 
Howerless plants with the others that were 
treated makes a striking example of the 
necessity. of ‘“‘de-bulblet-ing” the older 
bulbs.—THoMAS MorGAN (Ga.).

Why Eranthis Won’t Grow 


Answering Mrs. Eldon L. 
(N. Y.) June 

Knowing from my own experience the 
disappointment one feels when the bulbs 
of the winter aconite, Eranthis hyemalis, 
fail to come up, I suggest planting them 
in early or mid-summer instead of in the 
fall. About five years ago I planted 100 
ordered from a very well-known nursery. 
They were not root divisions, but un-

divided bulbs. Next spring 13 came up. 
bloomed and seeded themselves as much 


as 1,000 feet away. Now I have thousands 
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in self-established colonies blooming in 
February, in the grass, the shrubbery and 
the woodland. In FLOWER GROWER for 
June 1948 the bulbs are advertised by 
Rocknoll, Dept. 15, Morrow, O.—Mrs. A 
M. Watson (Ky.). 


There are two reasons for failure: th 
bulbs were ordered last fall instead « 
early in the season, and eranthis bulbs are 
notoriously bad keepers out of the ground. 
They should be dug and reset within two 
months. I imported 100 bulbs _ several! 
years ago and only one grew. The late 
Dr. David Griffiths of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture made several in 
portations and only one produced live 
plants. The plants produce an abundance 
of seed, which germinates well if 
soon after gathering, or if self-sown and 
the ground is not disturbed. The seedlings 
require about four years to reach flower- 
ing size. I have a few hundred plants 
grown in this manner.—EpDWIN C. POWELL 
(Md.). 


Be glad that your Eranthis hyemalis 
does not grow. A visitor in my garden 
picked one, nibbled it and was violently 
poisoned. She nearly died. The doctor 
put her to sleep with a hypodermic and 
she recovered, but it was a close call. 
Eranthis is such a pretty, dainty, little 
thing that it just tempts one to nibble. 
So, for the sake of the neighbor children, 
don’t grow it.—R. J. Sawyer (0.)

throughout the early months and by 
mid-May large leafy plants in 8- or 
10-inch pots should start showing buds. 
Watering with liquid manure (or its 
equivalent) every ten days in May and 
thereafter while plants are active is 
most beneficial. 

The critical stage of leafy growth is 
where most mistakes are made in in- 
door and greenhouse culture. We would 
suggest, that the plants be protected 
from frost at this time but we would 
urge keeping the night temperatures 
very low and allowing maximum ven- 
tilation during the day. The fuchsia 
hates high temperatures almost as 
much as hard frost. Hereafter the 
plants must be kept cool by shading, 
syringing, and whenever possible trans- 
ferring to cool outdoor situations. 

Never let the fuchsia become pot- 
bound, starved or dry. Repot as soon 
as the roots fill the container, water 
often and feed with dilute liquid nu- 
trients during active growth. Keep the 
plants cool and out of drying winds. 
In California a flowering 6-foot fuchsia 
can be grown from a 2-inch pot plant 
in a single season which should give our 
eastern friends some idea of growth 
possibilities under ideal conditions. 


Varieties for hard conditions. 
Thanks to research and plant-breeding 
in California, superior fuchsia varieties, 
some of which were unobtainable in the 
past, can now be suggested for trial 
under the difficult eastern conditions. 
After growing thousands of seedlings 
and testing hundreds of named vari- 


eties Californians have learned that 
the most heat tolerant fuchsia hybrids 
are singles with white or apricot tubes 
and the single and double magenta 
varieties. 

Easterners generally are acquainied 
with the red and purple and the red 
and white colored fuchsias but the wide 
range of new colorings are unknown 
to them. Unfortunately most of the 
delicately colored fuchsias cannot 
withstand average warm summers and 
are not suitable away from the Cali- 
fornia seacoast but the ‘‘orange’’ va- 
rieties and the magenta varieties are 
well worth testing. <A selection of 
varieties suggested for  “diffienlt” 
climates will be found in table below, 


Types grown in California. Along 
the central California coast the fuchsia 
is treated as a hardy shrub and almost 
every variety can be grown beauti- 
fully. Consequently, our choice of 
varieties is not determined only by 
their ability to survive. They are 
chosen for size, coloring, form and 
habit of growth and they compare 
favorably in public interest with the 
queen of flowers, the rose., Entire 
gardens are devoted to the fuchsia 
featuring them as pillars, shrubs, dwarf 
foreground plants, espaliered climbers, 
trees, vining arbor coverings and in 
hanging pots. Just as rosarians some- 
times grow wild roses in their eollee- 
tions we also grow wild fuehsias but 
garden hybrids have so outdistanced 
their wild forebears that cultivated hy- 
brids are most prized.

continuous feeding throughout the 
growing season. Inasmuch as the fuch- 
sia is grown in the outdoor garden, 
sites sheltered from hard frost must 
be chosen and the shade of high trees 
or lath-houses is imperative in areas 
where the sun is bright. Favored 
planting sites are walls facing north 


and shaded areas between buildings. 
But, directly on the seacoast, from 
Monterey to Eureka, the fuchsia is 


quite at home in the open garden. In 
the,dry interior valleys and the desert 
regions fuchsia cultivation is not rec- 
ommended. 


Garden culture. In the open garden 
a new fuchsia bed is easily prepared 
by cultivating the ground to remove 
invading roots and by adding copious 
quantities of old cow manure. If the 
soil or water is alkaline, sulphur is 
added as recommended by the local 
farm advisor. We favor the admixture 
of twiggy coarse woods’. litter to in- 


crease soil porosity but this is not 
essential. 
After serious frosts are over, set 


out fresh young plants from 4-inch 
pots in the previously prepared bed. 
Stake immediately with a 4-foot stake 
unless the plants are intended for the 
foreground. As they grow, occasion- 
ally pinch out laterals on the upright 
specimens to induce side branching and 
pinch out the tops in the dwarf bush 
types to keep the plants low, full and 
well-shaped. When buds appear cease 
pinching. Feed continuously. 


Potted fuchsias. Potted fuchsias 
are much used to brighten shaded 
patios and hanging varieties are sus- 


pended from the rafters of lath- 
houses. These are very easily grown 
by using rather large pots. Anything 


below a 10-inch pot is too small for a 
display plant. 

Hanging pots most favored by ‘‘ex- 
perts’’ are of the 10-inch size but 
where their weight is prohibitive 8- 
inch pots are sometimes used. Hanging 
pots require daily watering during the 
growing season and, because of their 
limited soil capacity and the extreme 
vigor and floriferousness of fuchsias, 
feeding with liquid manure every ten 
days is desirable. The shoots on young 
plants in hanging pots are repeatedly 
pinched until buds appear to induce 
branching. Faded flowers and devel- 
oping berries are removed to prolong 
the blooming season. We favor keep- 
ing hanging pot plants a maximum of 
two seasons before renewing and we 
favor glazed to porous clay pots (when 
obtainable). In very warm or dry 
areas claims are made for the superi- 
ority of moss-lined wire baskets and 
results seem to substantiate them in the 
Los Angeles area. However, clay pots 
have proven superior in the San Fran- 
cise oO region,

for the delicate varieties. A good rule 
to follow is to remove as much of the 
old plant as one expects to have replaced 
the following year. In this manner the 
planting remains the same year after 
year. The young specimens which 
have not filled their required space 
should be pruned lightly. Remove 
small spindly wood and leave a frame- 


work of heavy branches only. Garden 
fuchsias seem to improve with age. 
Specimens 25 years old are not un- 


common, 


Propagation of fuchsias. The fuch- 
sia is one of the easiest of all plants 
to grow from cuttings making its 
propagation by the amateur a simple 


problem. The quickest and most suc- 
cessful way is to use the early sappy 
spring. or summer shoots before the 


appearance of flower buds. Soft green 
branches 2-to 4-inches long from which 
no foliage has been removed are in- 
serted about half an inch into moist 
sand in a well drained box over which 
a pane of glass may be placed. 

The box is kept in a well lighted 
but shady place and the cuttings are 
watered often enough to keep the sand 
moist and the euttings from wilting. 
In two to three weeks roots should 
start to appear and the cuttings are 
then ready to transplant into small 
pots of light soil. Keep the new 
plants sheltered and shaded until dan- 
ger of wilting is ever—a matter of ten 
days or so. The earlier cuttings are 
made the larger the plants will be for 
wintering over for the following year. 

From year to year fuchsia lovers 
consult their catalogue offerings of new 
varieties and revive their interest by 
adding a few new ones to their col- 
lections. California breeders continue 
to present ever more ravishing beauties 
which the collector simply must have. 

The table on page 621 gives a brief 
list of old tried fuchsias recommended 
for California gardens. There are hun- 
dreds of equally good sorts in cultiva- 
tion but this list includes some excel- 
lent varieties.

earden and should be ineluded among 
ihe more desirable penstemons. 


For rock ledges. Although P. men- 
iesi was first collected in British Co- 
umbia it was later found to extend 
ver a wide area from Alaska to Cal- 
fornia and from high altitudes to sea 
level. Consequently, there is quite a 
ariation in the size and constitution 
of the plant as well as in the color of 
the flowers. P. menziesi davidsoni is 
one of the better forms and is some- 
times listed as a species in itself. These 
are recommended for a rock ledge or 
sloping well-drained ground where the 
soil is sandy and-contains stone chips. 

During summer, high rocky ledges in 
the Sierras are alight with bright erim- 
son to earmine flower spikes of P. 
newberryi, or mountain pink. This has 
thick, oval-toothed leaves and is readily 
established in porous, sandy soil also 
adapting itself to general garden con- 
ditions. P. richardsoni is another mid- 
summer flowering kind whose some- 
what straggly habit may be forgiven 
because of its generous, long-season 
display of feathery mauve-pink flowers. 
This penstemon from the mountainous 
regions of British Columbia to Idaho 
has responded reasonably well to gar- 
den treatment in the northwest. 


Evergreen and shrub types. There 
are evergreen shrubs or semi-shrubs 
among the penstemons which are 
good for planting in the rock garden. 
P. fruticosus is one of the best of 
them. The flowers suggest good-sized 
snapdragons in lavender to deep purple 
and are freely produced in mid-summer, 
This penstemon will grow in light, 
well-drained soil but does not care 
for hot sun—so let it face east or 
southeast. Another fine, almost ever- 
green penstemon, P. cardwelli (P. 
fruticosus cardwelli), is a little 6 to 
8-inch shrub with short spikes of bright 
purple flowers borne lavishly in late 
May and June. This delights in a 
sunny, sandy spot with good drainage. 


Rarer kinds. There are other pen- 
stemons which have their good points 
and that may be found in gardens and 
seed catalogues. Still others are rare 
and remain colleetor’s items and prob- 
bly always will. But penstemons are 
entitled to take up residence in a 
vreater number of gardens than they 
iow have. As a sign that they are being 
ell received and more and more so 
ill the time, plant hybridizers are 
experimenting with them. Hybrid pen- 
temons Cherry Glow, Firebird, Garnet 
and Ruby King are being introduced 
o American gardens, Penstemons now 
have a national society all their own

Hardy Perennial Phlox

many other plants grown for the beauty 
of their flowers—hollyhocks, larkspur, 
roses and columbine. 

Anyone who has grown phlox in the 
garden over a period of years has ob- 
served the new plants that crop up 


among older ones which differ from 
them in height, flower size, color vigor 
and, frequently, immunity to disease. 


Therefore, those new plants which pos- 
sess greater vigor and immunity to 
disease, in time may crowd out the good 
stock. So when phlox “runs out” it is 
because stock of good quality has been 
displaced by mongrels which have grown 
from seed. It should be stated, how- 
ever, that since most phlox are hybrids, 
one ‘of the ways of obtaining a phlox 
of good quality is by means of seeds, 
although a good result is rare. Most 
seedlings produce stock of inferior qual- 
ity so it is obvious why growers do not 
use that method of propagation. Good 
stock may also be obtained by means of 
mutations or sports which are of com- 
mon occurrence with many phlox. 

One method of propagating often 
used by the grower, which may be used 
by the amateur gardener, is by means 
of buds that originate from the roots 
usually less than a foot from the parent 
plant. The new plants formed from the 
buds may be transplanted and_ these 
usually come into flower the next year. 
Because of their vegetative origin the 
new plants will produce flowers like 
those of the parent. *If care is taken 
to prevent plants from going to seed 
it is safe to transplant the young plants 
which appear among older ones. Un- 
like seedlings they will be like the 
parents in every respect. 

Phlox may also be propagated by 
division which is best done in spring. 
In most of the different kinds numerous 
lateral branches are produced from the 
main axis. Since some of the branches 
that originate below the surface of the 
soil produce roots they can be separated 
readily from the main plant and used 
as propagules. When lateral branches 
originate a short distance above the 
soil surface a mound of earth may be 
built about the base of the plant to 
stimulate root formation. These shoots 
may be separated from the plant and 
transplanted as soon as a root system 
has been formed. 

The best method of propagation is 
by means of cuttings about 6 to 8 inches 
in length. The procedure is like that 
for chrysanthemums and many other 
plants but it is more difficult to get 
the cuttings started although eallus tis- 
sue seems to be readily formed. Cut- 
ings may be made early in the growing 
season or in late August and placed in 
moist sand or a mixture of sand and 
finely pulverized or ground peat. When 
well rooted they may be transplanted 
and if kept watered sufficiently will 
bloom the next season. 
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Cuttings also may be made from th 
short flowering branches whieh originat 
in the axils of the leaves of the uppe 
portion of the shoot which bears th 
flower cluster, Made in the middle oi 
August and placed into the propagating 


box, such cuttings root well in abow 
four weeks. Since many of these shor 


flowering branches are formed in_ the 
axils of the leaves this method ot prop: 
gation is suggested as a most economic: 
one. 


The method of propagation by leave- 
is not used by the grower. I have trie: 
a number of different kinds of leai 
cuttings but so far the results have no 
heen promising. 

I have also worked with root eut- 
tings but do not recommend the method. 
In early spring I removed some of the 
roots of the larger plants, cut them 
into approximately 2-inch lengths and 
planted them in a mixture of equal parts 
sand and pulverized peat. 

How to choose phlox, how to grow it 
and how to propagate it are all im- 
portant angles to the admirer of this 


flower. If you have not grown the 
hardy phlox, give it a trial and you 
will be convinced that there are fe 
better or more beautiful flowering 
plants.

And if you’re now won- 
dering why some people use the name 
jonquil for all types of narecissus, you 
can take it from Mr. de Graaff, the 
author of the jonquil story on page 
604, that it’s probably because the 
French settlers in the South called 
their little daffodils, correctly, jon- 
quilles, and from then on more and 
more people came to assume that all 
narcissus were jonquils and apparently 
preferred the latter name. Incidentally, 
the name daffodil is the English synonym 
lor the Latin name narcissus. Hence 
ull jonquils are nareissus or daffodils, 
mut not all nareissus or daffodils are 
jonquils.

than the others with a little more red 
in the tint. 

There are many more of these fugi- 
tive poppies that are seldom grown any 
more. DeE.LIcaTE, Harmony, Leon Lav- 
RENT, MAGNIFICUS, MASTERPIECE and 
NEGRILLION were all popular in their 
day. 

While they do not fade, the so-called 
yellow poppies GoLp or OpHiR and 
NortH Dakota Goup and the double 
salmon-orange SALMON GLow all burn 
in hot sunlight and should be planted in 
light shade or in the cutting garden. 


Varieties for the garden. The ma- 
jority of Oriental poppies never fade 
and in their season give us one of the 
finest garden displays we have... 

The foliage dies in June and does 
not reappear until fall. You can plant 
hardy chrysanthemums between them 
or use zinnias, petunias or other an- 
nuals to. cover the bare spots, but be 
very careful not to damage the crowns 
of the dormant poppies when culti- 
vating. 

The following Oriental poppies are 
all fine for garden display and of course 
make equally good eut flowers.

Freesia, ixia and lachenalia are bulbs 
to plant in August for winter flowering. 
Put them into 6-inch pots with 5 or 
6 bulbs in each pot, and leave the 
very tip.of each bulb exposed. Firm 
the soil after planting, water them, 
and then place the bulb pans in the cold- 


frame. They require light shading 
until they show growth and of course 
they must be brought into the green- 


house before frost. 


Cyclamens are delightful winter flow- 
ering plants and not too difficult to 
grow. However, they do take 15 to 18 
months to reach the blossoming stage. 
A good growing medium for cyclamens 
is 2 parts soil, 1 part leafmold, and 1 


part sand. Sow the seed in rows in 
flats. As the seedlings become large 


enough, transplant them and let the 
slower growing seed develop in the flat 
to transplanting size. 


Cuttings of garden plants that you 
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wish to propagate should be taken 
some time this month. Before too long 
there will be the danger of frost, so 
don’t put off the job too long. You 
will want to consider making euttings 
of the tender perennials such as fuch- 
sia, heliotrope, lantana and possibly of 
ehoiee verbenas and geraniums. Or if 
you had a favorite petunia, for in- 
stance, why not propagate it? 


Cuttings for ‘‘standard’’ plants 
should be started early in August.

Root cuttings in the normal way and 
pot them up necessary. However, 
never remove the top growth but do 
remove all the side growths. When the 
plant reaches the desired height, the 
top is removed and the side growths 
in the top 3 inches are allowed to grow. 
When the side growths are a few inches 
long they are pinched, so that the head

will be forced to grow bushy and 
strong. Heliotrope and fuchsia make 


good standards over the winter. Gerani- 


ums require 8 months and lantanas 
take 2 vears. Standards like a warm 
house. A 60° night temperature is 


about right. 


Greenhouse chrysanthemums. Late 
in August the large, single-stem chrys- 
anthemums will make buds, and these 
are the ones to keep for flowering. If 
they make buds earlier than this let 
several growths grow alongside the bud 
to keep it in check, and then about the 
third week in August remove the side 
growths so that the bud will mature. 
This is called a crown bud and it makes 
the best bloom. If it is broken out and 
a side growth is allowed to form a bud, 
this is ealled a terminal bud. Terminal 
buds flower about the same time as the 
crown bud but the terminal does not 
make as good a blossom in most varie- 
ties. 


A soil compost heap is essential to 
the greenhouse owner. For this job I 
like to use a soil that has plenty 
of grass roots in it. Build up the pile 
in 8-inch layers of sod and 4-inch 
layers of good fresh manure _ plus 
several pounds of superphosphate. 
Make the pile a size convenient to 
your needs and 3 to 4 feet high. Leave 
the top of the pile concave so that it 
will retain water. The soil compost 
pile should rot for at least one year 
before it is used.

Chinese Hibiscus

The rooted cuttings then may be potted 
until they are transferred to larger con- 
tainers or to permanent beds. 


Winter protection. When tempera- 
tures dip to 23° as they did last winter in 
some sections of southern Texas, Chinese 
hibiscus may be frozen to the ground. 
In such cases it may recover slowly or 
not at all. But the plants may be 
covered and protected if the gardener 
is foresighted. Sudden changes in tem- 
perature in this area are not easy to 
meet because warm days are interrupted 
by chilling, blustery north winds called 
“northers.” 


Used as a hedge. Hibiscus may be 
kept trimmed for semi-formal hedges 
but few blooms are produced then. 
Psyche (single red), double Psyche, or 
pink Psyche grows and blooms quite 
prolifically under almost all conditions. 
Shirley Temple, a single creamy pink, 
grows in an upright manner and may 
be used for hedge plantings. Clumps 
of hibiscus are most attractive. Both 
grandiflorus and subviolaceous are used 
extensively in this manner. 


Foundation planting. The Chinese 
hibiseus is not too well suited for 
foundation planting, especially if the 
landscaping plan calls for formal or 
semi-formal types. Along the sides or 
at the back of the house this may be 
used where a tall plant is needed. They 
are fine for specimen plants. When 
they are used in this way near the house, 
most growers cut them to two feet or 
less in height late each fall or cut back 
the older wood to the ground. If this 
is not done many types grow too large 
for the average cottage type house. 


Pruning back the older wood does not 
decrease bloom, for hibiscus flowers on 
new wood. . 


Specimen plants. A specimen plant 
ef Coral Beauty with its multiple-type 
blooms in bright coral is certainly a 
beauty. Its branches grow symmetri- 
cally in all directions and it blooms well. 
Crown of Bohemia with its Talisman- 
hues is another favorite. Agne 
Gault with giant single blooms of rosy 
pink makes a large shrub and with eare 
may be kept trimmed to tree shape. 

Growers who specialize in these plants 
learn that each type has a distinguish- 
ing characteristic leaf-type. Some are 
deeply serrate, others are cordate and 
there are many variations—some only 
in size, 

Since there are no standardized names 
for Chinese hibiscus varieties, especially 
in the newer hybrids, a name may pre- 
vail in one sectiofi for a red which is 
applied to a-yellow in another section. 
The safest method, unless blooming 
plants can be seen in a nursery, is to 
beg a cutting from a friend, who has a 
wanted variety.

Pink 
Psyche, Shirley Temple, Minerva, Pink 
Beauty, Luna Lilo, Sophisticate, Venus 
and Florida Gem are some of the pinks 


Lavender and white shades. Delicata 
is a profuse bloomer in a single lavender 
pink. Mahogany is a shy bloomer in 
a lavender-to-dusty-rose double crested 


variety. Whites include White Wings 
Red Wings, Blushing Bride, Paper 


White in singles and Ruffled Giant a 
double white. Cream has a name which 
is descriptive of its tint. 


Orange tones. In the orange-bronze 
red tones there is a choice among sucl 
intriguing names as Crown of Bohemia 
Jigoro, King Tonga, Euterpe, Bronzino 
Malatoa, Halloween and others. A wide 
variety is offered in the yellow to peach 
tints. California Gold, Fair Jeanette 
Peach Blow, Sunshine (pale yellow with 
pink throat), Misty Isle or Hills of Gold 
(single yellow petals with double crested 
center), Pride of Bellaire and Luna. 

Each nurseryman who specializes in 
Chinese hibiscus can add names to the 
list and each collector will continue to 
admjre new hues and search for new 
types. “Hibiscus-mania” is developing 
rapidly and growers are not always able 
to supply the demand for newer types 

Other hibiscus are grown in the south 
but they die to the ground in the winter 
or loose their leaves. Chinese hibiscus 


is evergreen there in normal years 
Northern gardeners who grow thesé 


shrubs in tubs move them inside during 
the winter. Tubgrown plants cannot de 
velop to outdoor size and beauty except 
under specialized conditions. The Chinese 
hibiscus will continue to be a shrub fo 
the extreme south and an inereasingl) 
popular one. 





Whether or not your amaryllis will 
flower next winter depends largely upon 
how you treat it this summer. A 
plan is to place it outdoors in a lightly 
shaded place, water it freely and feed 
it weekly with dilute liquid fertilizer as 
long as the leaves remain green.

UGUST is one of the holiday months 
when West coast gardeners leave 
the cities and the suburbs and take 

to the back country to refresh the spirit 


and exercise the body in the great 
outdoors. Those who are doing this 
annually have watched the deteriora- 


tion of wild plant life, which set in 
years ago, gain momentum and since 
the war, suddenly swing into a period 
of destruction. 

Our wild walls of lewisias have gone, 
the favorite haunts of Lilium mariti- 
mum, L. parryi and L. bolanderi ‘have 
been raided and Arctostaphylos fran- 
ciscana no longer exists in the wild. 
Ceanothus floribundus and Vine Hill 
are almost impossible to find and many 
‘other species are nearly eradicated. 

It is time we faced the fact that our 
wild flowers are on the way out. Graz- 
ing, cultivation, lumbering and com- 
mercial digging and not the picking 
public are the causes of wild flower 
eradication. The hordes of new settlers 
who continue to stream to the West 
coast must have places to live and we 


might as well make up our minds, 
that, unless more areas are set aside 


as preserves to provide safe homes for 
native plant life, many Paeifie coast 
wild flowers will be lost to posterity. 
Now is the time to act. 


Southern California. This is the 
month for planting the first watsonia 
bulbs. The deciduous watsonias used 
to be very popular but now that the 
evergreen species are better known 
they are taking the place of the decid- 
uous kinds. Give watsonias full sun and 
choose your colors carefully for there 
are some exquisite salmon-pinks, some 
good crimsons and the pure whites are 
very lovely. Get named sorts only as 
these are far superior to the old name- 
less, magenta strains. The deciduous 
watsonias bloom before the evergreen 
sorts. 

The evergreen watsonias. make large 
clumps, need lots of water and demand 
rich soil. These are not so easy to 
change around in the garden as the 
deciduous kinds are, so put them where 
you want them to remain. If you have 
a pool, try some evergreen watsonias 
along the edge. The long flat leaves 
-ast nice shadows across the water. 
Watsonia beatricis, one of these tall 
evergreens, comes in many gorgeous 
shades and reaches four feet. Watsonia 
longifolia has nearly the same range of 
colors and blooms earlier than beatricis. 
They make a goofl team. Most of the 
watsonias come from South Africa 
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but a little over ten years ago 
Australian watsonia was introduced to 


California. This is Dazzler, a thre 
foot plant which is evergreen except 
where there is much frost and blooms 
for most of the year, though spring 
and summer flowering is the heaviest, 


The blossoms are orange-red. 

Sow winter-blooming annuals now 
and seeds of such perennials as were 
not sown last month. Among the an- 
nuals that can be sown in the ground 
are calendula, sweet peas, alyssum and 
wallflowers. Snapdragons, stocks and 
violas are usually safer in flats. 


California Fog Belt. Broad beans 
again! I have picked beans from my 
plants every month in the year, not 
from the same plant but from a series 
of seed sowings 3 to 6 weeks apart 
The fresh beans are especially weleom 
in December and January. They are 
grand when and if you do Italian cook- 
ery. The’things to look out for when 
growing broad beans are these: knock 
out black aphis and pick the beans 
when young. When aphis first show up 
on the tips of the flowering 
use nicotine dust. Aphis were dreadful 
during last January’s drought and kept 
me using the dust gun almost weekly. 
Keep the plants from getting dry and 
protect them from severe wind. If 
the leafy stems droop from drought 


stems, 


or wind, don’t think your beans are 
giving up the ghost, for the following 
cool, quiet night fills them with vim 
again. When the beans in the pods are 
about %4-inch long, pick them, shell 
them, and cook for 3 to 5 minutes. 

During this month of drought see 
that rhododendrons, azaleas and ¢a- 


mellias get plenty of water; a mulch 
of peat or compost would please 
them. In the Fog Beit the midsummer 
garden can be as full of color as it is in 
April and May. Don’t be afraid of 
plants in red- purples and in magenta 
shades for there’ are many summer- 
flowering kinds in these tones which 
can be delightfully effective when sof- 
tened by blues, lavenders, white 
pale yellows. 

Fuchsias are in bloom now, and bush 
veronicas in deep lilae purples, pelar- 
goniums in soft pinks, agapanthus in 
the same blues as the campanulas, and 
that useful bush Salvia involucrata 
with clusters of amaranth purple. All 
these can be blended to make an appeal- 
ing midsummer garden especially when 
backed by shrubs with 
foliage.

Southern Gardens

| Seeds of perennials of many kinds 
ean be started now and will be ready 
for permanent placing when the cooler 
fall comes. 


NTENSIFIED planning for later 
plantings is the word for the month. 


Make seed beds in shaded places and 
after treating the seeds, sow them in 
rows, keeping them covered with burlap 
until gernination takes place. Then 
remove the heavy covers and keep the 
sun away with light cheese cloth until 
the seedlings are ready to transplant. 

Even in small home gardens the 
need arises for these sowings. In order 
to keep the colors true and the beds 


filled with healthy plants start your 
seeds right away. Sow long-spurred 


varieties of columbines—the Scott El- 
liott hybrids are excellent. Sinee these 
plants like shaded areas they are good 
to grow and easy to start. This also 
applies to the biennial foxgloves (Digi- 
talis), which seed themselves. To keep 
the stock strong it is well to plant 
fresh seed every few years. 


Sweet Williams are dependable with 
strong heavy masses of color for spring 
bloom. They must be renewed each 
year. These are the Dianthus barbatus. 
Select the salmon, reds and white and 
omit the vari-colored ones for the best 
effect. 


Other dianthus well worth using are 
the fragrant Dianthus semperflorens 
which includes the single, double and 
semi-double in many soft tones. Es- 
pecially lovely and long lasting are 
the tiny cheddar pinks or Dianthus 
caesius. They last for many years. 

The hybrid dianthus of many kinds 
are very good and free flowering but 
nearly all of them are characterized 
by lack of fr agrance and so of charm. 
Spring Beauty is one which is said to 
be richly fragrant and flowers in many 
soft tones of pink and rose, with earna- 
tion like blooms. 


Canterbury bells come in many 
| shades of blue, and pink and white and | 
are much to be desired in the spring 
borders. They are biennials and after 
bloom is over die down at once. 


Anchusas with 
gentian blues are also fine. The cape 
forget-me-not, Anchusa capensis, Blue 
Bird, grows only to 15 inches and the 
Anchusa myosotidflora only to 10 or 
12. Both of these will fit in the scheme 
of the small garden while the A. azurea 
(italica) Dropmore and Opal will be 
suited only to parks and large gardens 
for their ultimate growth is from five 
to six feet. The flowers are rich indigo

and gentian blue and thus are useful 
in the border. 


Iris germanica rhizomes needed for 
later planting should be ordered at 
once. Also get your Dutch iris plant- 
ings planned and ordered. Along vith 
these send for your lilies for fall 
planting which must be put in next 
month along with the iris and daffodils 
of all kinds. Order them now! 


Lilies were widely grown in the 
old gardens of the South and should 
be used more often. Lilium candidum 
and centifolium and the centifolium 
Olympic Hybrids with the regal lilies 
are gorgeous for present planting and 
thrive wonderfully in this section. Get 
your bulbs ordered now. 


Sharpen your shears and look over 
the junipers, biotas (thujas) and the 
retinosporas or chamaecyparis and the 
yews. This is the time to trim them. 
Get the rangy shoots cut back and take 
out all those that are dead or brownish 
to give them a chance to thicken out 
from the central stem. 


Herbs wanted for the border of 
fragrant seasonings also may be started 
in the seed beds now. Mint and sage 
and Thymus vulgaris and Thymus eit- 
riodorus, the lemon thyme, lavender 
and rosemary, marjoram and borage 
are a few musts on the Vist. 

Many of the hybrid hemerocallis 
will still be in flower but those which 
have ceased to bloom and are in 
crowded clumps may be lifted now and 
separated and planted to lengthen the 
borders of these radiant garden treas- 
ures. Take up the whole clump and 
pull them apart without breaking the 
leaves at the roots. After this is done 
cut the foliage off as you do that of 
the Iris germanica. Then replant them 
about two feet apart for the smaller 
types and three for the larger ones. 
They grow in either sun or shade and 
the season of flowering is continuous 
from early April to late November. 


Feed your chrysanthemums and dahl- 
ias now. Use a well-balanced fertilizer 
and at the same time give your roses 
a boost. Spray regularly and these will 
continue until late fall. 


Enjoy the radiance of the summer 
phlox, the white stars of shasta daisies, 
hemerocallis in  glorius abundance, 
early hardy asters in blue and lavender 
and pink and white with the soft blues 
of the ageratum in low-lying clouds 
everywhere. Chaste trees hold up their 
fragrant spikes to give aroma to the 
garden scene. Tawny tiger lilies and 
montbretias add their orange and flame 
tints to the glowing masses of zinnias 


and marigolds and the roses bloom 
everywhere, especially the old teas 


and Chinas and the climbing hybrid 
teas. Even the heat and humidity of 
August do not spoil the beauty of 
Southern gardens.
